Germany's invasion of Russia has 


slowed down. 
.During: the past 21 


hours there has been no report show- 
ing that the Teutons were sweeping 
ahead with the power shown in the 
early days of the advance toward Pet- 
rograd and there are indications that 
the movement has lost some, of its 
momentum. 


One explanation of this fact may 


be found in. an unofficial, but authenti- 
cated dispatch from I'etrograd, which 
states that the German troops have 
received orders from Berlin to advance 
no further. 
This would seem to indi- 


cate that the formal peace terms have 
been accepted and that a treaty has 
been signed by the Teutonic and Bol- 
shevik delegates as -the Germans re- 
fused to grant an armistice until peace 
had been negotiated. 


In spite of the German report that 


"operations on the easte.-n front are 
taking their normal course" and that 
ano'ther 
Esthom'ati 
regiment 
has 


placed itself under the command of 
the German staff, it is asserted in Pet- 
rcgrad that the Russian troops have 
recovered their fighting spirit and that 
the Cossacks as well as mixed detach- 
ments of soldiers are on their way to 
the front. 


Rumania Considering Peace. 


Advices from Bucharest are to the 


effect that the Central Powers have 
communicated their peace terms to 
King Ferdinand of KUmania, who-has 
been granted a short period for con- 
sideration. Recent unofficial dispatches 
stated that Rumania would be asked 
to cede parts of Dobrudja to Bulgaria 
and give Germany and Austria prefer- 
ential treatment in commercial and 
economic relations. 
It is officially de- 


nied by the Rumani-.n press bureau 
in Paris that'King Ferdinand will re- 
linquish his throne a' the behest of 
the anti-war party in his country.' 


Another Spanish cabinet has fallen. 


In some quarters it is reported to have 
resulted because of the insistence of 
the government 
in adhering to its 


policy of strict neutrality toward the 
belligerents in the war. 
Public opin- 


ion in Spain has become inflamed by 
the sinking recently of fr-e Spanish 
steamers by German or Austrian sub- 
marines. 


Japan May "Vet Figlit In Siberia. 
Germany is facing a new attack in 


the far east. Japan is known to have 
sounded the Entente Allies, especially 
the United States, as to the advisa- 
bility of taking steps to prevent tre- 
mendous stores of munitions held at 
Vladix'ostock and other points along 
the Siberian railway 
from 
falling 


into the hands of the Bolshevik! or 
the Germans.

State Senate Committee Prepares 


Bill to Change System of 


Nominations 


WANT CONVENTIONS 


New Plan Would Provide Dele- 


gates to Party Conventions Be 


Chosen At Primaries 


Albany, Feb. 2$. — Repeal of the 


direct primary law and a return to the 
former system of nominating conven- 
tions for candidates for state and 
judicial offices are recommended by 
the special committee of the senate 
which has been investigating the pro- 
posal. The report of the committee 
waa made public tonight by Senator 
Charles D. Newton of Livingston, the 
chairman. 
A draft of a bill designed 


to make the change effective accom- 
panied it. 


The bill would provide that can- 


didates for state office and for justice 
of the supreme court to be nominate by 
party conventions delegates to which 
should be elected at an official primary 
held on the tenth Tuesday preceding 
the 
general election in November. 


Provision would be made for the de- 
signation of candidates by petition. 
Delegates and alternates from the 
state at large to national conven- 
tions in presidential 
election years 


also would be named by a state con- 
vention. 


The report will be submitted to the 


legislature and 
the bill introduced 


•Within a few days. 
To -Provide Knowledge of Party Aims. 


In its report the committee pointed 


out that about 91 per cent of the 
registered 
voters were enrolled In 


some political party bu that under the 
existing law it was impossible for 
them to consult and deliberate on 
party principles, aims and condidates. 


"Party aims and purposes," the re- 


port set forth, "cannot be articulated 
by candidates who may be nominat- 
ed, because they, themselves, have no 
methods of discovering what is the 
party will, unless there be an as- 
semblage of representatives regularly 
chosen through direct actions oC the 
members of the party. What we pro- 
pose is not a. state convention as for- 
merly constituted, the delegates to 
which were elected 
in 
many cases 


"without direct action on the part of 
the enrolled voters of the party, but 
a, convention of delegates from each 
assembly district in the state, who 
must be designated by petitions for 
tho party position of delegate and be 
chosen by a majority vote of the par- 
ty in the district." 


Conventions Would Cost Lcb£. 


According to the report, the expen- 


ditures of several counties on account 
of direct primary elections aggregat- 
ed about $1,000,000 in presidential 
years and ahout half 
that sum 
in 


other years. 


"In several counties," the report 


says, "the average cost per vote at the 
direct primaries is from $2 to $6. We 
are of thc opinion that relief from 
this burden cannot be had before the 
re-establishment ut' conventions, and 
when they are re-established the way 
will be clear for relief in some way 
i" harmony with the public demand." 


Governor Whitman has announced 


emphatically his opposition to the re- 
peal of the direct primary law, and it 
is generally understood ?t the capito! 
that he will veto the measure if it 
should be passed by tho legislature, i

\ViU Turn Hatred oil America. 
"Not until Germany begins to feel 


military pressure of the United States 
will tlu; people realize the new con- 
ditions that confront them. Then, I 
predict, that the fostered enmity to- 
ward England will be as nothing to tho 
hatred that will be poured out by the 
inspired press against America." 


"The American business men who 


took advantage of the nine months' 
treaty between the United States and 
Germany to wind up business affairs 
as far as possible were kept under the 
closest surveillance by the police and 
were not permitted to leave the city 
without special permits. To go to a 
race meeting ten miles out of Berlin It 
Is necessary to apply for a permit at 
least a month in advance.

In his first story, the yotins man, 


tall and slender, a. native of Middle- 
burg, stated that at the time of the 
national lottery, lie was working on a 
farm at Treadwell, but came to One- 
onta last week to accept employment 
as a flue blower in the Delaware and 
Hudson shops here. He asserted then 
that his 
brother, 
Harvey Brayman, 


met him when he arrived in the city. 
and learning that he had not reg- 
istered impressed upon him the ne- 
cessity for doing so at the earliest 
possible moment. 


Applying at the board Tuesday af-
